TEACHING DOGS TRICKS, 


One That Wonld Be Amnmlag U Tried 


Upon Yourself. 


Although it Is by no means an un- 


common thing to see dogs throw som- 
erset after somerset In stage perform-

'act that few people know how such 
animals can be taught such a difficult 
feat. 


Ask a friend bow he thinks a dog can

As there is more than one way of 


cooking a goose, so there is more than 
one method of teaching a dog to throw 
somersets. But the most practical and 
:horough manner is to fasten a cord 
around the body of the animal, close to 
he fore legs, and two people should 
lold the ends of the cord on either side 
of the unfortunate dog. A third party, 
armed with a stout rope, takes a posi- 
tion immediately in front of the canine 
acrobat and, with a measured and 
masterly stroke, flogs the floor at close 
quarters to the dog's nose. 


At each stroke of the rope the dog 


springs backward, and that movement 
s the trainer's golden opportunity. As 
the dog springs backward the rope 
passing under its body is jerked up- 
ward, and, although the first few at- 
:empts may prove futile, the somerset 
s acquired In course of time. An Intel- 
Igent dog soon sickens of this order of 
ihings and throws somersets without 
:he assistance of ropes. 


For the sake of your dog in particu- 


lar and your patience and future wel- 
fare In general, we do not commend 
you to teaching your dog to turn som- 
>rsets. 
If, however, yru think there 


is no harm in It, Just get a few friends 
io put you through the exercise and 
see how you like it. It will prove im- 
mensely amusing—for your friends.—

If man was satisfied with 
Bach surroundings as nature provides 
there would be no effort to improve 
and elevate, and without effort there 
rould be no advancement to a higher 
life, and toe white man would o: 
necessity be, as tbe inferior races 
without any advancement by bring-

communication on the earth, has taxed 
the natural and acquired abilities o 
the race till it has become nervous, as 
it were, because of over work, whicl 
condition adds to the apparent unres 
there is at present upon us, 


The law of unrest there is in the raci 


has its motive power deeply laid in iti 
mental structure so that tbe force tha 
developes energy has its outflow from 
mental activity. The mental activity 
and strength which gives the race it 
overpowering and governing position 
among mankind is the 
force that 


causes superiority. 


The forces that largely influence ac- 


tivity in the mental force ot the race, 
are not developed in tbe iuferior races 
to any marked extent, which forces 
may for our purpose be termed the 
laws of ambition and necessity. Theee 
forces direct the mental efforts of the 
race and are opposite?. 


The unrest so observable at present 


ii a result of these laws or forces, 
which are largely developed in tbe 
race when compared with the develop- 
ment of these forces in other races 
that make up man kind. 


In these law forces are the causes 


that make opposition within the race 
because they are continually active 
and at tbis time their activity has been 
•o noticable that the thiulsers are in 
trouble when they make an effort to 
solve the problem of unrest, that 19 so 
active in all departments of business 
on the earth where the race has a foot- 
hold. 


War is more a reault of ambition 


ban it IB 01 necessity. Ambition Ii 
be moving cause while neoesailtjr 
akes tbe defensive aide in war. Tbe 
wars wedged in South Africa and in 
he Pbilippinea may be illustrations 
>f ambition and necessity. 


The laws of ambition and necessity 


were given to tbe race as moving forces 
t ita beginning aud are included in 
he command, enbdne the earth, which 
orcee are now active in man while ho 


engaged in the work in a very am- 


>itious way. 


Necessity ia a plodor, while ambl- 
ion is an outrider seeking whom it 
may devour to satisfy the command 
here is upon man. While ambition is 
i way from homo at war necessity la at 
home subduing the earth to provide 
moans thut will sustain ambition in 
ta raids on the human family. Am- 
bition commands necessity and domi- 
neers over it until it becomes restless. 


When ambition, from tbe many drab- 
ug it has received from necessity, has 
earned to be more concilatory than it 
was in the earlier time of the world's 
history, and as development is made 
which ia chiefly by necessity. Ambi- 
tion ia learning that necessity will not 
ae controlled by ambition, 


These forces that are so prominent 


n tho nature of man, furnish a solu- 
tion to tbe many phases that tbe race 
n its history has taken la its work to 
subdue tbe earth, and the present con 
ditions that are on the race have their 
solutions in these forces. In these 
forces there is a solution to every 
movement made by the race as they 
are more active within it than they are 
when it is engaged in extending its do 
minion.

Nevada to tbe narrow horizon bounded 
by the hills on either side of the Cen- 
tral Pacific, complain that the scenery 
of the sagebrush State is dreary and 
monotonous. 


It requires aide excursions along the 


base of tbe Sierras to witness the 
grandeur of our scenic wealth. 


In the thirty miles separating Keno 


from Carson there ia aa much variety 
as can be found anywhere. 


To the west are the outlines of 


the Sierran peaks, their snows glitter- 
ing iu the midday, shimmering by 
moonlight or rosy with the tints of 
dawn. 


Yesterday T found time, snatched 


from conversation on football topics, 
to look npon the mountains in all their 
majesty. It was a constantly changing 
panorama. Now, tbe long reaches of 
tbe peaks in granefal lines; again, all 
rough and rugged, bold and frowning. 


When I tired of the vista of snow 


and forest I had but to look to the 
eastward where the volcanic hills are 
jumbled together in riotous breach of 
symmetry. 


There is (indefinable charm in this
